“ Qur attention was directed to a more effectual 
provision for eatending the usefulness of the 
Basle Bible Society among the Protestants in Ger- 
many and Switzerland. , 
“ For ihis purpose, a meeting of the committee 
of that Society was convened at five o’ciock in the 
evening of. that day, and was continued, by ad- 
journmeant, at the same hour on Tuesday. Inthe 
course of these two most iaborious sessions, the 
state of the Bible Society, the administration of 
its funds, and the conduct of tts affairs through 
ali their ramifications, were. most minutely, and 
even rigorously, investigated. The result of this 
scrutiny wasin the highest degree creditable to 
the wisdum and fidelity of the managers olf this 
most useful institution. It distinctly appeared 
that no part of the many literal grants from our 
Society in London, bas ever been iplied to the 
jucal purposes of the Basie Bible Geciety.

‘ly increasing. Many extensive districts are al 

most entirely destitate of competent religious in- 
siructers ; ‘aod ju-scarcely any district do we find 
a sufficient number of able and faithful ministers

* Come over and help us,” is heard from the des 
titute in all directions. And we can see no way 
in which they caw be furnished with teachers duly 
qualified ta dispense the wort of life, but by the 
strenuous exertions of the benevolent to educate 
for the holy Ministry ygung men of unquesti ona- 
ble piety aad promising talents. 


A Society for the Education of Young Men have 
ing a view to the Gospel Ministry, but whose cir- 
cumstances would not afford them the opportuni- 
ty of acquiring a suitable education was formed in 
the State of New Jersey in the year 1819. By the 
constitution of this Society, it is propused to pro- 
cure indigent and pious young men—place them 
in academies or hterary institutions, the most 
convenient and economical, in order to qualify 
them for the Ministry of the Gospel; to procure 
funds sufficient.to support the students in whole 
or in part, as: their circumstances may require— 
to appoint executive committees in different parts 
of the coung§ and thereby extend the benefits 
‘contemplated py the Society as widely as possible 
threugh tee Christian church.

committee, viae the Rev. James W. Stephenson, 
D. D. Gideon Blackbytn, D. D. Duncan Brown, 
Thomas J. Hall, Jawes H. Bowman, David Weir, 
Hugh Shawyand John N. Blackburn, with John T.

Thus orgahized, the committee arg ready te re- 
ceive, through their officers, or by ahy of their 
members, applications from persons wishing to 
receive education under their direction.

{The preacher by a number of observations hat 
endeavoured to show that Christians ought ta do 
all things inthe name of the Lord Jesus and es- 
pecially that they ought. to give thanks to their 
Heavenly Father by him and for him, who is God’s 
unspeakable gift. ]

Let none mistake our views or suppose that we 
intend to enter into political disputes or to in- 
dulge in political speculations in this sacred 
place. Let none suppose that we design to speak 
evil of dignities—we respect the powers that be 
as ordained of God. Their political conduct fui- 
nishes no ground of complaint. On the other han: 
they ought to receive all due praise. And it is 
alsv a matter of rejoicing that a sense of our de- 
pendence upon God seems so far to have prevail- 
ed among our rulers as to have induced thein, not 
only in this instance, but upon former occasions, 
to proclaim thoughout this populous and highly 
favoured portion of our extensive country, days of 
Public Thanksgiving. Nevertheless ministers of 
the everlasting Gospel would be utterly unworthy 
uf the high andg@mpecred teust reposed in them if, 
from fear of mey or the desire of théir applause, 
they should forbear to animadvert upon the ne- 
glect of, or the contempt cast upon, the name of 
Jesus, whether by rulers or pevple, whether by 
acts official or unoffigial.

Having endeavoured to show that whatsoever 
we do, whether in word or deed, We ought to do 
allin the name of the Lord Jesus, giving tha.ks 
to God and the Father by him, aod for him who is 
God’s unspeakatte gift, we come now to consider 
some of the gifts conferred upon us through the 
mediation of our gracious Saviour, and for which 
we are especially called this day to be thankful. 
And here I would observe, it ought not tove ex- 
pected that I should recount all that God has 
wrought for us, og all the goodness which he has 
caused to pass béfure us—Or that I should trace 
all those dispematious of Divine Providence 
whereby the heatben have been driven vut before 
us and we have been brought “into a guod land, a 
land of brooks of waier, of fountains and depths 
that spring out of valleys and hills—a land ot 
wheat and barley—-a land where we have eat bread 
without scarceneg§s, and wherein we have not 


not only enjoy personal safety joined with civil li- 


tions of the world, but also those things which are 








and the precious erdinances and blessings of the 
everlasting Gospel with a free and equal tolera- 
tion of all religious sects. Suffice it here to sa 
that cur lines have fallen in pleasant places and 
that we have a goodly heritage. And indeed the 
dispensations of God’s mercy and providence to- 
wards us in relation to that heritage within the 
year that is drawing near a Close are the particu- 
lar subjects of meditation which we are now to 
notice, that our thoughts may be turned into a pro. 
per channel and our gratitude excited to Him who 
is the giver of every good and perfect gift. 

I. In the first place we ought to notice as one 
great cause of thankfulness, that we are not onl 
at peace with all other nations, but that we also 
continue to enjoy internal tranquillity throughout 
our extensive country. There are too many in 
every age and in every country who take delight 
in “the battle of the warrior which is with con- 
fused noise and garments rolled in blood ;” but 
there are still more who forget who it is that “ mak- 
eth wars to cease to the ends of the earth.” Too 
many ascribe the continuance of these blessings 
wholly to the excellency of our government, or 
the wisdom and prudence of our ralers. Although 
itisa great blessing to have a good furm of go- 
vernment and wise and just rulers ruling in the 
fear of God, and although such rulers may often 
do much to avert the storm of war, or the horrors 
Lof civil discord, yet it ought ever be remembered 
they are both the gift and the instruments of God, 
aud that when a nation or people becomes general- 
ly corrupt and wicked, the Lord for their just 
punishment, can “give children to be their princes 
and babes to rule over them.” But when we more- 
over consider “ whence come wars and fightings 
among” any peuple, “even of their lusts which 
war in their members ;” when we consider 
that these causes of war and contention may 
justly be compared to a large collection of the 
most combustible materials, in which a small 
spark produced by a slight collision, may kindle 
2 flame which may not be quenclied, until it bas 
spread devastation and ruifi over a bemisphere,—- 
how little woufd all the wtsdom, and prudence, 
and foresight of the wisest rulers avail to prevent 
the torch of war or the fiame of intestine commo- 
tion from being kindled, was it not for the overrul- 
ing providence of “ the only wise God,” who “ hath 
his way in the whirlwind and in the storm >” It is 
God alone, who ruleth the raging of the seas, who 
stilleth as well the noise of their waves as the tu- 
mults of the people, who puts an invisible res- 
traint upon the etmerwise ungovernable lusts aad 
passions of men. So that whenever and wherever 
the sword ceases to devour, it is through the ef- 
fectual interposition of that gracious God and our 
Saviour, who says to the tempestuous passions of 
}men as he did to the waves of the sea, “ peace be 
still.” This view of the subject will enable us 
clearly to see that if that same Almighty arm 
which was stretched out for our deliverance as @ 
people from the high hand of oppression and oar 
establishment among the nations of the earth, was 
not still stretched out for eur safety and protec- 
tion, we should not only be incessantly engaged 
in foreign wars, but that the flame of civil discord 
must soon be kindled, by the numerous sparks of 
contention produced by the frequent collisions 
of interests, of views, of feelings, which must be 
the almost necessary result of so many indepen- 
dent governments united in one mighty federal 
compact. Itis then of the Lord’s mercy, and calls 
for our tribute of thanksgiving and praise, that we 
enjoy the great blessings of peace and are yet per 
mitted to “ dwellin peaceable habitations and 10 
quiet resting places. But let us rejoice with

A Silver Mine.—lIt is stated in the Zanesville 
Express, that Mr. Samuel Chandler, while boring 
tor salt on his land on Salt creek, about 11 miles 
from that place, came, at the depth of 135 feet 
from the surface, to a hard metalic substance 
which was with difficulty penetrated.

Earthquake in India.—-At 7 o'clock on the, 
evening of the 16th of June, an earthquake de- 
stroyed the whole district and country of Kutch: 
accounts that have been received, mention, that 
from Luckput Bunder to Butchao, the whole of 
the towns and villages are more or less in ruins. 
The towns of Mandavic, Moondria, and Anjar, 
have suffered extensively and severely; but the 
city of Bhoodj, and the fort of Boodja, between, 
which our force is encamped, are reduced, the for-] 
mer toruins, and the latter so breached as to be 
wseless asa fortification. This, however, is the] 
east part of the.evil: at the moment of the crash, 
itis apprehended, and I fear not any way exag- 
gerated, that 2000 of the inhabitants were buried 
in the mass. Three days after the first shock, the 

, effects of this horrible visitation had been felt in 
constant and hourly vibrations of the earth— 
The people have been obliged to forsake what 
were once their halls, and encamp outside 
upon séme small hills. Their distress cannot be 
well described ; bruised, maimed, and agitated 
with fear, they go daily into the city to work up- 
on their several houses, te try and extricate the 
mangled remains of wives, children, and relations, 
whilst in their odious labour the putrid stench 
nearly exhausts them ; cattle which have fallen in 
numbers, add greatly to the noisome evil. The 
walls from the sandy nature of the stone, are 
crumbled in a mass, and the narrow streets of 
Bhooj entirely lost, thus adding to the difficulties 
of the sufferers —The upper stones of the palace 
fell, and buried, amongst others, the mother of 
the deposed Rao: what houses stand are so shat- 
tered as to be liable to fall in the ruins, ang the 
very complete wreck of the wall on the southern 
side, as the demolition of nearly all the towers 
and gateways, render it impossible for Bhooj to be 
a city again. The loss of lives cannot be confined 
to the city ; it is feared, in all the towns and vil- 
jages, the mortalitygjas been great. The circum. 
stance of a volcano paving opeaed an a hill thirty 
miles from Bhooj has induced the hepe that the 
country will not experience a repetition of the 
vil. 
. yee and Oieap Conductor of Lightning and 
Fluid —M+. Capostulle, a Freach professor of che- 
mistry, affirms thata rope of straw supplies the 
place of metal conductors, The experiments 
which he has made confirm, as he says, that the 
lightning enters a rope of straw placed in its way, 
and passes through it into the grovad so gently, 
that the hand of a person holding the repe af the 
time does not perceive it.

Cs opinion, such a conductor’ 
made ef straw, which would not cost above three 
francs, would be able to protect an extent of sis- 
ty acres of ground from hail ; and were the houses 
and fields protected in this manner, neither hail 
nor lighting could damage them.

Denmark.—It is stated, that for the last eight 
years not a single case of small pox has occurred 
in the dominions of the king of Denmark; owing 
to the whole of the iahabitants having been vaccir 
nated, by order of the King. 
Discoveries in ArabiaMr. Bankes, an Eng- 
lish traveller, in company with several of his 
countrymen, visited the ruins of Wadi Moosa, so 
called from a village.in their vicinity. They are 
the wreck of the city of Petra, which, in the time 
of Caesar, was the residence of a monarch, and the 
capital of Arabia Petrzea. The country was con- 
quered by ‘Trajan, and by him annexed to the pro- 
vince of Palestine. Baldwin I. king of Jerusalem, 
made himself master of Petra, and gave it the 
name of the Royal Mountain.—The first object of 
Wadi Moosa, which attracted the attention of 
these traveilers, was a mausoleum, “ at the en- 
trance of which. stood two colossal animats, but 
whether lions or sphinkes, the could nof ascertain 
as they were much A and mutilated. ‘They 
then, advaneing te the principal rugas, en- 
tered a arrow ;Mss varying from fifieeu te twen- 
ty feet in width, evethung by precipicea, which 
rose to the general height of two huadred, soime- 
times reaching five huadred feet and darkening 
the path by their projecting ledges. In some ple- 
ces, niches were sculptéred on the sides of this 
stupendous gallery, and ire and there rude miass- 
es stood forward, thatWere® remote and myster!- 
ous resemblance to the figures of living things, but 
over which time‘and oblivion had drawn an in- 
scrutable and everlasting veil. About a mile 
within this pass, they rode under an arch, pechap> 
thatof an aqueduct, which connected thes two 
sides together, and they noticed several earthen 
pipes, which had férmerly distribu(gd Water. Hav- 
ing continued to explore the glwdtny witdings of 
this awful corridoré for abetit two mites, the front 
ofa superb temple furst on their view. A statue 
of victory, with wings, fiiled the ceatre of an aper- 
ture in the upper part, and groups of colossal fi- 
gares, representing a centaur, and a young man, 
stood on each side wf the portico. This maguitl 
cent structure is entirely excavated from the so- 
hid rock, and pres@rved trom the ravages of the 
weather by the projegtious of the overhanging pre- 
cipices. About thyee hundred yards beyond tits 
temple, they met @ith other astonishing excava- 
tions; and on cegghing the termination of the 
rock on their left, they found an amphitheatre, 
which had alse been excavated, with the excep- 
tion of the proscenjum, and this had fallen into ru- 
ins. On ali sides Ke facks were hollowed into in- 
numerable chambers and ‘Sepuichres; and a sileat 
waste of desviated palaces, ail the remains of con 
structed edifices fiiied the area ‘te which the pass 
led.—Vhe travellers having gratified their wonder 
witha view of these stupeaduus works, went for- 
waed to mount Hor, waich they ascended, and 
viewed a bading on the top, ceataining the tomb 
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of Aaron; a simple stone monument, which an 
aged Arab shows to the city, formed on both sides 
of marble columns of Corinthian order, and termi. 
nating in a semicircle of sixty pillars, of the Ionic 
order, and crossed by another colonnade, runnin 
north and south. At the western extremity stands 
a theatre, of which the proscenium remains so en- 
tire, that it may be described as almost in a state 
of undecayed beauty. Two superb amphitheatreg 
of marble, three magnificent temples, and the ru. 
ins of the georgeous palaces of the pilgrims. Hay. 
ing remained in ths spot, consecrated by such great 
antiquity, they returned next morning, and again 
explored other ruins of Petra—They finally pro. 
ceeded to view the ruins of Jerrasch, “ which 
greatly exceed in magnitude and beauty those of 

almyca. A grand colennade runs from the eas. 
tern to the western gates of the aces, with fraz. 
ments of sculpture, and inseriptions mingled to- 
gether, form an aggregate of ancient elegance, 
which surpasses all that has been said of. the 
former grandeur of Rome. 

Northern Expedition — London papers state, 
‘hat accognts have been received from the Hecla 
and Grivser employed on the Nortbera Expedi- 
tion. They had reached 76:h degree of iatiiude, 
as far north as Capt. Ross was able to penetrate, 
lt seemed to be the opinion of the oresent voy.

aud ruio on the nation. 

“he cecessity of affording protection to the 
lives and property of His Mofesty’s royal sub 
jects, has compelled me to make some addition to 
oor military force ; but I have no doubt you will 
be of opinion that the arrangements for this pur 
pose have been effected in the manner likely to 
be the least burihensome to the coustry. 

** Althcugh the revenue has uodergone some 
fizctuation since the close of the last session of 
Parliament, I have the satisfaction of being able 
to inform you it appears to be again ia a course of 
progressive improvement. 

“Upon the Loyalty of the great body of the 
people I have the most confident reliance, but it
